The San Francisco Labor Exchange.
At a recent nipeting of the Board of Trustees

ol the Labor Exchange at San Francisco, tbu
presented his first quarterly report.

It is an exceedingly interesting document. In
tent pottion embracing a review of tbe opera-
tions of the Fxchauge lor the last three mouths,
tbe secretary says that the wags for several
classes of woikinen have increased. He shows
ihe benent of the Exchange to the Statu at largo
aid the value of utiliziug labor immediately,
which he holds cannot be hoarded ltice gold.
One of the statistical tables shows that more
than two thirds ot the total number f males
employed were farm bands and general laborers.

There had also, during the quarter, been a
steady demand for other classes, which could
not be hlltd owing to the scarcity of competent
workmen. There were orders for eight hundred
and seventy mote men than could "03 supplied
duiirg the month of July. A carefully prepared
table exbibils the nationality of the persons
provided with employment as follows:

American . . 381 2'J2 290 903
English . . . 158 133 125 410
Irish .... t12 551 G92 21U5
German ... 135 144 149 1428

Another table allows the da;e of arrival in this
city, as follows: May, 1140; Juiie, 892; July,
911; totul, 2K80. The w hole number ot persons
employed during the quaiter was 4158; and the
whole number of orders was 5000. Of those
huaished, 1498 were laborers; 845 farm hands;

caipeutcrs; 85 blacksmiths; 140 teamsters;
67 lumbermen; 49 wood choppers; 31 men and
their wives; 89 boys; 75 miners; 139 cooks; 29
cltrks; and the remainder embraced upwards ol
100 different occupation", leaving 543 orders
unfilled on tbe 1st mstant.

The statibtica relating to the female depart-
ment are interesting. Of 454 females provided
with employment during July, 396 were Irish,
73 Knglisb, 18 Germans, 23 Scotch, 1 Canadian,
I Nova Rcotlan, 1 Spanish, and 32 Americans
Ail the Irish were Roman Catholics except 7. O
the total number of Irish who were provided for
as Dtated, only 17 could read and write. The
Exchange has at present 2G7 $1 per month

The total collections for July were
$52G, against $1194 iu June, and S2SG8 in May.
There is nearly $131)0 in the treasury, with every
demand against it paid in full.
